Yesterday morning the’ ship's company of 
the Prinsesse Marie arrived in Singapore from 
Katavia by the Messageries Maritimes steamer 
La Syne which mado fast at Borneo Wharf at 
ten o'clock, They immediately transhipped to 
the steamer Siam, which belongs to the samo 
owners at-the Prinsesse Marie, and sailed in 
the afternoon for Europe. am
